NO PEACE WITH THE KAISER - UNCONDITIONAL SURRENDER - 


PRESIDENT WILSON TELLS GERMANY IN HIS-NEWEST REPLY 


Washingto n, Oct. 14 .—The tex t o f President Wilso n’s reply to Germany fo l­ 
lo ws : 
Fro m the Secretary o f State to the Charge d’Affaires o f Switzerland, ad interim, 
in charge o f German interests in the United States: 
“ Sir: In reply to the co mmunicatio n o f the German go v ernment, dated the 
12 th instant, which y o u handed me to day , I hav e the ho no r to request y o u to trans­ 
mit the fo llo wing answer: 
“ The unqualified acceptance by the present German go v ernment and by a large 
majo rity o f the German Reichstag o f the terms laid do wn by the President o f the 
United States o f America in his address to the Co ngress o f the United States o n the 
eighth o f J anuary , 19 18 , and in his subsequent addresses, justifies the President in 
making a frank and direct statement o f his decisio n with regard to the co mmuni­ 
catio ns o f the German go v ernment o f the eighth and twelfth o f Octo ber, 19 18 . 
“ It must be clearly understo o d that the pro cess o f ev acuatio n and the co ndi­ 
tio ns o f an armistice are matters o f which must he left to the judgment and ad­ 
v ice o f the military adv isers o f the go v ernment o f the United States and the allied 
go v ernments, and the President feels it his duty to say that no arrangement can 
he accepted by the go v ernment o f the United States which do es no t pro v ide abso ­ 
lutely satisfacto ry safeguards and guarantees o f the maintenance o f the present 
military supremacy o f the armies o f the United States and o f the allies in the field. 
“ He feels co nfident that he can safely assume that this will also be the judg­ 
ment and the decisio n o f the allied go v ernments. 
“ The President feels that it is also his duty to add that neither the go v ernment 
o f the United States no r, he is quite sure, the go v ernments with which the go v ern­ 
ment o f the United States is asso ciated as belligerent will co nsent to co nsider an 
armistice so lo ng as the armed fo rces o f Geimany co ntinue the illegal and inhum­ 
an practices which they still persist in. 
“ At the v ery time that the German go v ernment appro aches the go v ernment o f 
the United States with pro po sals o f peace its submarines are engaged in sinking 
passenger ships at sea, and no t the ships alo ne, but the v ery bo ats in which their 
passengers and crews seek to make their way to safety ; and in their present en­ 
fo rced withdrawal fro m Flanders and France the German armies are pursuing a 
co urse o f wanto n destructio n which has alway s been regarded as in direct v io latio n 
o f the rules and practices o f civ ilized warfare. 
“ Cities and v illages, if no t destro y ed, are being stripped o f all they co ntain 
no t o nly , hut o ften o f their v ery inhabitants. The natio ns asso ciated against Ger­ 
many canno t he ex pected to agree to a cessatio n o f arms while acts o f inhumanity , 
¡B'o ilatio n and deso latio n are being co ntinued which they justly lo o k upo n with ho r­ 
ro r and with burning hearts. 
“ It is necessary , also , in o rder that tl ere may he no po ssibility o f misunder­ 
standing, that the President sho uld v ery so lemnly call the attentio n o f the go v ­ 
ernment o f Germany to the language and plain intent o f o ne o f the terms o f peace 
which the German go v ernment has no w accepted. U is co ntained in the address 
o f the President deliv ered at Mo unt Verno n o n the Fo urth o f J uly last. It is as 
fo llo ws: 
“ ‘The destructio n o f ev ery arbitrary po wer any where that can separately , 
secretly and o f its single cho ice disturb the peace o f the wo rld; o r, if it canno t he 
presently destro y ed, a* least its reductio n to v irtual impo tentcy .’ 
“ The po wer which has hitherto co ntro lled the German natio n is o f the so rt 
here described. It is within the cho ice o f the German natio n to alter it. The Pres­ 
ident’s wo rds just quo ted naturally co nstitute a co nditio n precedent to peace, if 
peace is t o co me by the actio n o f the German peo ple themselv es. 
“ The President feels ho und to say that the who le pro cess o f peace will, in his 
judgment, depend upo n the definiteness and satisfacto ry character o f the guar­ 
antees which can he giv en in this fundamental matter. It is indispensable that the 
go v ernments asso ciated against Germany sho uld kno w bey o nd a peradv enture 
with who m they are dealing. 
“ The President will make a separate reply to the ro y al and imperial go v ern­ 
ment o f Austria-Hungary . 
“ Accept, sir, the renewed assurances o f my high co nsideratio n. 
(Signed)

New Writing Implement. 
A writing implement, composed of 
a mixture of wax and finely ¿found 
pnmiee stone, containing particles of 
ink has been invented by William C. 
Geer of Akron, O., to take the place 
of ordinary and fountain pens, cray­ 
ons and all other writing implements, 
says the Popular Science Monthly. As 
the body of the new writing device is 
composed of a mixture of wax and 
pumice stone, which is rosily worn 
away when rubbed against a paper 
surface, the inventor claims that the 
ceils of ink intermixed with the wax 
and pumice stone will also he liber­ 
ated, giving a uniform supply of Ink. 
The device is made by mixing the 
wax, pumice stone and ink together. 
When it Is heated to H*e proper tem­ 
perature it is suddenly Immersed in 
cold water. 
This chills and solidifies 
Hie wax mixture, producing a body 
having a cellular structure, each cell 
being fUIed with ink.

Now that the people of the United 
States are to be asked in the Fourth 
Liberty Loan drive, which opens » Sep­ 
tember 28 and continues three weeks, 
to lend the government at least twice 
as much money as has been asked be­ 
fore, the treasury department realizes 
that there is a natural curiosity on the 
part of the public to know for what 
all this money Is being expended. The 
amount already spent on preparation 
and the maintenance of the fighting 
forces staggers the imagination, and 
the prospect is for an even larger ex- 
pendlturc in the present fiscal y ear, 
the total being estimated at $24,000,- 
000,000. 
Figures received at Liberty Loan 
headquarters for the Seventh Reserve 
district from the war department give 
an idea of the vast sums which have 
been ex pended and which will have to 
be spent, to win the war, and this in- 
formation brings home to all Ameri­ 
cans u concrete idea of how much 
money it takes to wage a modem war 
and how our money is being used to 
win victory . 
The following figures are an answer 
to the query of tiie average Liberty 
Bond buy er: “Just what will Uncle 
Sam do with the money from my $500 
bond? A single bond does not 
go fur to­ 
ward meeting the ex pense of war, it is 
pointed out, but when the bonds of 
millions of Americans are brought to­ 
gether, the total of cash provided 
reaches stupendous totals. 
Since the United States entered the 
war in April, 19 17, the war department 
lias raised, equipped, trained and, with 
naval help, sent across the sea upward 
of a million and half of soldiers, and 
has practically as many more under 
training at home. 
Of all this vast 
number of men sent abroad, the num­ 
ber lost In transit as a result of 
U-boat attacks up to September 1, 
1918 , was less than 500. 
During this same time 2,000,000 
rifles have been made, inspected, as­ 
sembled and issued, and the weekly 
production is growing. 
The total amount of money directly 
appropriated by congress for the ord­ 
nance program, for which authoriza­ 
tion has been given to incur obliga­ 
tions, amounts to approx imately $12.- 
000,000,000. 
From the beginning of the war to 
June 30, 1918*, the last day of the past 
fiscal y ear, contracts were placed by 
the ordnance department from appro­ 
priations and authorizations ex isting 
at thsft time amounting to $4.300,000,- 
(*00. 
lt is now estimated that during 
the present fiscal y ear ending June 30, 
1919, the actual cash ex penditures for
